The perſon of whom we have to take notice heer, is not a 
meer man, but the Saviour of men, for the inſcription callgth this Roll, The Book of the gene= 
ration of FESUS CHRIST, ſucha man as is rrne God alſd; and worthy to be called, in the 
moſt proper and ſtri& ſenſe, FESUS, the true SALVATOR 2nd DELIVERER of men from 
fin and wrath 3 which Styl age je taken, beiongeth onlie tro him who is almightie God, and 
FESUS iu eft-&. 2. This perſon FESUS is throughly able and fully furnithed for accompli- 
ſhing the work of mans falvation,and one who is anoynred unto the offices of Prophe:. ” r It, 
and King, to bring about, and perfit the ſalvation of his own : for this FESVS , is that 


{1 CHRIST, the eminently anoied SAVIOUR. 3. He is the Saviour of Jew and G-utile,
